j lands are among the most valuable 
! *n hie county arid carry th? highest 
J taxes, and hence we pay a larger 
I part of the taxes than other parts of 
Lime precinct and county. Yet, .strange 
I to say, the roads of our p art of the; 
i precinct seem to be totally neglected. 
; i radically nothing has been spent by j 
! the commissioners’ court on the im-! 
| provemen? of our roads. 


We are very anxious that some ex­ 
planation why this is the case, and 
we have been expecting 
that some 
member of the court 
would make 
some public explanation, explaining 
this condition, but we have been dis­ 
appointed at the silence maintained 
bji those who ought to explain to the 
public the disposition 
made of the 
public funds set apart for the im­ 
provement of the public roads. 
And 
in this connection we m ost humbly 
ask the com m issioners5 court to, in 
the near future, spend some reason­ 
able part of the public funds paid in 
by us to the improvement of our 
roads, and especially of this road; 
and also the public road lead ing1 
from Rhome east to the Denton coun­ 
ty line, as these roads are vital to us. 
We understand that the law pro- 
vides that the com m issioners5 court 
instead of undertaking to supervise 
'the roads itself, has authority to prn- 
j ploy a road superintendent to take I 
charge of the roads of the county.] 
I it would seem that this would be the 
most economical and 
business like! 
course to take; that for the different I 
commissioners undertake to superin-1 
tend the work on the public roads in I 
their respective precincts, being in a 
large measure ignorant of such work, 
would necessarily entail great waste 
and inefficiency. 
Under this law the 
commissioners5 court can, if it will 
pay each'superintendent $G00 a year 
for superintending the roads. 
While 
we feel confident they could employ a 
superintendent for half this sum who 
by reason of his intelligence, could 
save the people of the county a large 
amount of money. 
And in this con­ 
nection, ne suggest that a mass meet­ 
ing of the citizens of the county inter­ 
ested in the public roads, be called 
to meet in the near future in Decatur 
to formulate plans for more efficient 
and economical management of our

Christmas savings clubs are destined 
to become popular throughout the Unit­ 
ed States in view of the great success 
these novel institutions have been in 
Chicago. 
Chicagoans put $1,000,000 into their 
own Christmas stockings this year 
through the medium of Christmas sav­ 
ings clubs. 
A dozen of the city's banking insti­ 
tutions which have introduced this 
system of saving throughout the year 
toward a holiday fund report the car­ 
rying of more then EG,OOO such ac­ 
counts end are enthusiastic in their in­ 
dorsement of the scheme. Other banks 
which have not tried the plun an­ 
nounce their intention of taking it up j 
during tho coming year. 
Bankers d e-1 
clare that the clubs are a great devel­ 
oper of ti e saving habit and predict ■ 
that fully a third of the Christmas ac- I 
counts 
will be turned over to perms- I 
uent savings bang funds. 
-i he general plan of tile savings I 
clubs is the same in ail of the banks. 
It calls fur a fifty week season with a 
; certain deposit each week. There is a 
wide ranee in the classification of de- 
i posits, 'the lowest calls for an initial 
j deposit of I cent, with I cent added 
I each week, the final payment tieing fib 
j cents and the total fund accumulated 
j $12.75. 
A straight weekly deposit of 


I $2 constitutes the lop class. 
Interest 
j of 3 per cent Is allowed on the savings 
in most of the banks. 
"Our Christmas Savings club has be­ 
come a very important deportment with 
I us, said H, C. Laycock, vice president 
| of the People’s Stockyards State bank, 
which is Just finishing its fourth sav­ 
ings club season, and claims to be the 
pioneer in initiating the practice. "As 
a starter for permanent savings ac­ 
counts it Is a great thing. 
This year 
we had 7,000 accounts, a gain of 1,400 
over last year, and the savings amount 
to $105,000. Fully 1,300 of the deposi­ 
tors will transfer1 their accounts to the 
regular savings bank. 
Our 1917 club 
opens Dec. 18, and we are making 
quite a campaign and expect a big In­ 
crease in membership. 
We’ve had to 
enlarge oui department considerably to 
handle the crowd.” 


Many Parsons Learn to Save. 
“It gives us a personal touch with 
the depositors," said Miss (Mara Brad­ 
ley, cashier o f the club. -‘It was a new 
-idea to them to be able to save in small 
amounts, and they like to talk with us 
about it. 
' J ne mu a explained that he 
had never saved a penny in twenlv- 
three years, but that this idea had in­ 
terested him and given him a start. 
Many parents carry accounts for their 
children iu the smaller amounts. 
We 
find the ‘decreasing' class of deposit 
one of the favorites here. It calls for an 
initial deposit of $2.50 and a deposit of 
5 cents less for each succeeding week.” 
The People’s Trust and Savings bank, 
one of the two loop institutions which 
have Christmas savings clubs, reported 
the greatest membership and largest to­ 
tal saved. 
“We have between 12,500 and 13 000 
accounts,” said E. A. Hintz, assistant 
cashier, "and stand ready to pay out 
$325,000. 
About 25 per cent of it will 
go into permanent savings accounts. 
We’ve had to add nine windows and 
next season we expect to handle at 
least 15,000 accounts. 
With us the 
‘jitney’ club is the favorite savings 
method— the depositor beginning with 
a nickel and adding one each week, 
the final payment being $2.50. We have 
also been successful with vacation sav­ 
ings clubs, which run for the same pe­ 
riod, fifty weeks, and pay ut different 
seasons, one in summer, one in the 
fall, etc." 
A lai go number of Chicago banks 
have taken up the idea, and all of them 
are loud in their praise of the Christ­ 
mas savings clubs.

SEVEN THOUSAND MILE 
VOYAGE IS MADE BY TU6

New York.—A remarkable sea voy­ 
age of 7,000 miles, from Dordrecht, 
Holland, to Tampico, Mexico, in a tug­ 
boat but sixty feet in length, with a 
draft of three feet, has just been com­ 
pleted ivy a crew of men under the 
leadership of Captain H. Whitaker. 
Captain Whitaker and his crew, of 
whom one was E. M. Eden, a young 
artist of Amsterdam, who made tho 
trip to satisfy a longing for adventure, 
started homo on tlwi steamship Nieuw 
Amsterdam.

some things set forth which he over­ 
looked in writing the article. 
I find 
that the law does not apply in the 
following cases: 
, 
1. To any child in attendance upon 
a private or parochial school or one 
who is being properly instructed by a 
private teacher. 
2. 
Any child whose bodily or men­ 
tal condition is such as to render a t ­ 
tendance inadvisable, and one who 
holds definite certificate of a reputa­ 
ble physician specifying this condi­ 
tion. 
3. Any child who is blind, deaf, 
dumb or feeble minded for the in­ 
struction of whom no adequate pro­ 
vision has been made by the school 
trustees. 
4. Any child living more than tjyo 
and one-half miles by direct and 
traveled road from the nearest pub­ 
lic school for the race to which said 
child belongs, unless free transporta­ 
tion is furnished said child. 
5. To any child more than twelve 
years of age who has completely fin­ 
ished the work of the fourth grade of 
a standard elementary school of sev­ 
en grades, and whose services are 
needed in support of a parent or oth­ 
er person standing in the place of 
parents. 
Sec. 73.—Any parent or guardian 
who has children not exempt from at­ 
tendance who shall make proof that 
he or she is not able to furnish books 
necessary for said attendance, then 
the same shall be furnished by the 
county superintendent out of the gen­ 
eral school fund of the county. 
Sec. 74.—Any child not exempted 
from the provisions of this act may 
be excused for temporary absence 
due to personal sickness or death in 
the family, severe storm which des­ 
troys bridges and make the regular 
means of travel dangerous, or for un­ 
usual causes acceptable to the teach­ 
er, principal or superindendant of 
the school in which said child is en­ 
rolled, provided that the excuses are 
written and signed by the parents or 
guardian of said child, but any such 
case so excused may be investigated 
by the authority discharging the du­ 
ties of attendance officer 
for the 
school from which said child is so 
excused. 
Taking the above into considera­ 
tion it does not look so bad, and I 
am sure that Prof. Trussell overlook­ 
ed these provisions. 
Another thing I noticed in his arti­ 
cle is that “ biliousness” and “ boils” 
will not be accepted as an excuse, bat 
I failed to find anything to that ef­ 
fect in the law. 
I am sure the pro­ 
fessor overlooked this also. 
And still another thing, Professor 
Trussell stated that teachers were 
paid for two days’ attendance on 
some kind of a meeting in Ft. Worth. 
He called this meeting “ a teachers’ 
association.” 
I may be ignorant on 
school laws, but I fail to hod any 
aw allowing teachers full pay for at­ 
tending teachers’ associations out of 
the county of their residence. 
I take 
it that there are more than one hun­ 
dred teachers in Wise county whose 
average pay is three dollars per day. 
Two days will be be atleast six hun­ 
dred dollars of the peoples’ money 
gone. 
It’s bad enough to pay for attend­ 
ing an institute in their own county, 
but when the time comes that they 
may attend meetings in Dallas, Fort 
W orth, El Paso and other places and 
still get their pay, it's time to call 
halt, and I take the position that it is 
not contemplated by law and should 
not be done. 
This article is not written to stir up 
strife, but publicity helps anything 
that is good and destroys those that 
are bad. 
If our county superintend­ 
ent is not right, then let’s help him 
get right; if he is right, then let us 
support him.—L. D. RATLIFF.

Gathered In Scottish Moorlands, 
It Makes Better Dressings For 
Wounds Than Cotton. 


Due of the chief discoveries of the 
war is sphagnum moss as a dressing 
for wounds 
It is rapidly making head­ 
way among surgeons and nurses, and 
the demand threatens to overleap the 
supply. The chief depot at Edinburgh, 
Scotland, Is receiving orders from the 
British war office for some 20,000 dress­ 
ings a week. 
The peculiar virtues of sphagnum 
moss are Its tightness, which makes it 
much more comfortable than cotton 
wool, especially In hot weather; its 
silky, comfortable feeling and its re­ 
markable powers of absorption, by 
which it carries In Its wet state fully 
ten times its own weight of water. 
The moss grows abundantly upon 
moorlands wherever peat and heather 
are found. 
The beautiful red velvet 
variety (which is not very common) is 
found*in the drier places in tin*form 
of little cushions, often mixed with 
heather. 
Theta is a more slender 
green variety, which grows actually in 
water, filling opan field drains and bog 
holes. 
But the Standby is the bronze 
variety, which Is found It? great beds 
with a peaty bottom In very large 
quantities. 
The moss Is boing gathered In most 
of the moorland parts of Hic British 
ixles by shepherds, keepers, voluntary 
workers of all sorts, ministers, school 
children, boy sci nits, et 
At tho cell 
tral depots the moss is picked and 
cleaned, antiseptically treated and then 
put tinder a hydraulic press. 
The 
dressings in their final form are like 
little square biscuits, with gauze on 
either side. These are being sent in a 
continuous stream to ©very field of 
war. 
They are especially useful for 
fle’d dressings, as an enormous nura- 
bor of them -an ' o 
’ krd hi a small 
space.

A trip into “No Man’s Land,” the 
strip of ground between the battle 
lines—on the Somme front in France— 
is described in the following letter, 
written by a second lieutenant in an 
Irish regiment to the London Times: 
All day long the wounded were 
streaming down the road, but they 
were all pretty cheerful. 
I met one 
man who had been burled and shot 
through tho right wrist, but he was 
wearing a German helmet, had been 
recommended for the I). C. M., knew 
he had a “blighty” Heave to po homo), 
and did not care a snap for any one. 
The first of our boys to come through 
was riding on an ambulance with a 
bandaged arm. Ile waved it to us and 
shouted “Blighty” as he went by. 
Then there were the German pris­ 
oners. 
The officers very “superior,” 
but the men looked badly shaken 
As 
one party went by a Tommy shouted. 
“It’s a fine day, Fritz,” and Fritz 
laughed and said, “You’re right.” 


To Searoh For Bodies. 
On Tuesday I had to go up to No 
Man’s Land with a N. Ck O. and ten 
men to try to find the bodies of two 
of our officers and get identification 
disks of any of the men. 
One of the 
men collapsed en route from the ef­ 
fects of a gas attack of the previous 
week, and then we plowed through the 
awful mud looking for the dead—a hor­ 
rible task. 
When we gbt near our ground the 
enemy commenced shelling, so I left 
my men In a trench and went up 
alone. They planted one on each side 
of me, and there wasn’t fifteen yards 
between the two. It was only the soft 
ground that saved me. 
Altogether I 
had to dodge about fifteen of the beau­ 
ties, and when I got up In front all 
the bodies had been either buried by 
shells or the special pioneer parties, 
so the journey was in vain. To add to 
the festivities It rained quite hard, aud 
they turned two machine guns on me. 
Oil tile return journey we had a mile 
aud a half of open country to negoti­ 
ate, und it was pitted with shell holes, 
so progress was slow. 
We had been 
crawling along a trench, and before 
leaving Its shelter I ordered the men 
to walk in single file with six paces 
interval between them, I, of course, 
bringing up the rear. This formation 
saved us from being wiped out. 
Struck by Shell Fragments. 
The Germans shelled us all across 
the open ground, and when halfway 
across a shell burst quite near us. and 
the man next but one in front of me 
was lilt. 
We got him into a shell hole 
and found he had been shot clean 
through the neck, and also bit in the 
right shoulder and five places in the 
right arm. 
The N. C. O. and I ban­ 
daged bim up, but we were covered 
with blood, and another shell burst 
three yards away and covered us with 
dirt. We carried that boy on a stretch­ 
er on our shoulders for over two miles, 
and he never complained or grumbled, 
although the ground was rough aud we 
had to Jolt him sometimes. 
There was also another man hit 
In the shoulder, but he could walk 
and smoked his pipe and talked of 
“Blighty.” These men are wonderful, 
and we should think of them and what 
they suffer when we grumble when 
our little fingers ache. The doctor told 
me that our bandaging was successful 
and that the boy would live, but I nev­ 
er thought that he or any of us would 
ever get through alive. 


SARAH J. FARMER DIES. 


Wa* Founder of Maine’s Greenacre Re­ 
ligious Colony. 
Miss Sarah J. Farmer, who was 
known as the founder of the Green­ 
acre colony, which had attracted wide 
attention because of its free discussion 
of religious subjects, died at Eliot, Me., 
the other day. 
Many clergymen and writers during 
the last twenty years were identified 
with the organization. It was almost 
disrupted, however, by factional dif­ 
ferences, and Miss Farmer in 1910 was 
declared insane and sent to an asylum. 
She was seventy years old.
